Our petition in favor of a State 
Institution has just received its guietve 
for the time being. It bad been pas- 
se] on the House Calendar day after 
day and the Committee on Education 
wanted final action to be taken on 
their report. Representative B e nn et t , 
of Everett, a "near neighbor of Mr. 
Orentt, gave the Committee quite a 
battle. He made them show their 
reasons for an adverse report. They 
claimed that the establishment of the 
eefaool was inexpedient and that it 
would cost twice as much to educate 
thi' pupils by the State as it would to 
send them to Old Hartford. The 
Committee thought it best to let well 
enough alone. They were honest and 
sincere in their opinions, mistaken 
though they were in the question of 
expense.

The Institution entertained another 
distinguished visitor this week lor a 
short time. It was Superintendent 
Walker of the Illinois Institution. He 
arrived early Monday morning. He 
conducted the regular chapel services 
and gave an interesting as well as in- 
structive lecture to the young minds. 
As he was on his way home from a 
touf of inspection among the institu- 
tions of the deaf, his stay here was 
necessarily brief. He made a round 
of the classes and found much to 
commend, in fact the schools were 
doing as well as any of those in like 
institutions. He examined the First 
Advanced Class in arithmetic, giving 
them a scries of questions lie had 
tested other schools with. As to the 
result we arc not fully informed, but 
we will venture the opinion that the 
pupils acquitted themselves as well as 
the rest of them if not, better. Su- 
perintendent Walker left in the after- 
noon direct for his home, carrying 
away a number of documents as well 
as new ideas that will be of help to 
him in the management of his insti- 
tution. 

We wish it were possible to have 
more frequent interchanging visits of 
Superintendents, Principals and 

teachers, among the institutions of the 
deaf while the schools are in session. 
Much good as to the results of out- 
work could be obtained. The inter- 
changing of ideas as to management 
and teaching would add materially 
to their progress and bind them 
closer together. While it is true 
much is written as to methods of 
teaching the deaf and the results 
attained therefrom, still observation 
is a more potent factor. The only 
drawback from carrying out such a 
course is the pecuniary means. Teach- 
ers are not paid princely salaries and 
would not expect them "to reach down 
into their pockets for $00 or $100 at 
a time for the benefit of the State, 
when the latter just barely gives 
them enough to live on for themselves 
and family. 

As to the Superintendents and 
Principals, their , about the 

same. Only in rare instances are 
they allowed to make investigations 
of this kind. The legislature gene- 
rally attaches a clause to the appro- 
priation prohibiting spending money 
for attending • ions and visits 

to other schools unless they meet it 
out of their own pocket.

of the faculty course. He said that 
the general principle upon which all 
reliable predictions are founded is 
that the great atmospheric waves, 
whose progress is shown by the alter- 
nations of high and low barometer, 
and which produce storms, move over 
the country from west to east, and 
hardly ever in an Opposite direction, 
so that for to-morrow's weather we 
look to the west and not to the cast. 
poke of the difference in the 
pressure of the atmosphere at differ- 
ent times ; the pressure is about one 
pound per square inch, and is in- 
dioated by a variation in the baro- 
meter. The storm center is at the 
plane of low barometer where the 
pressure is least ; the air from all 
sides rushing toward it, and gradual- 
ly assuming a rotary motion, in severe 
and long-continued storms becoming 
a cyclone, or when local and intense, 
a tornado ; the greatest fall of rain or 
snow and the heaviest wind usually 
being a little in advance of the storm 
center, while the barometer is falling. 
When the storm center has passed, 
the barometer begins to rise, ami 
clearing weather may be expected. 
The velocity varies from eleven to 
thirty-five miles an hour, averaging 
twenty-five miles. The storm 
ters and "cohl waves" generally 
cross (he country and pass off over 
the ocean, frequently taking a north- 
eastern curve toward Newfoundland. 
Rut sometimes a storm may expend 
itself in intensity and velocity, or 
may be deflected in its course. It is 
these possibilities which render the 
predictions or indications sometimes 
at (auk. Still, with all these possi- 
bilities of error, the indications arc 
verified to the extent of 80-90 per 
cent, and the professor said that upon 
To per cent the reliance may be un- 
hesitating.

Few, if 
any, claim that English is taught 
through signs. 

If then the sign-language need 
have no place in the method of in- 
struction to be employed in yourschool 
'in that suggests itself 
is, should finger-spelling be 
Lip-reading and writing being once 
proved suilicient n Imparting 

instruction, no good reason could be 
assigned for the introduction of finger- 
spelling, which has the disadvantage 
of being an unkonwn representation of 
language to the great body of men 
and women among whom our pupils 
are to live. On this point let me 
quote from a teacher of long ex- 
perience under the manual method 
bnt who has become within the last 
few years thoroughly convinced of the 
superiority of the oral method. He 
says: "Oralists have not lowered the 
standard of the education of the deaf, 
bnt have elevated it above the plane 
of signs and the manual alphabet. 
The standard in the oral schools is as 
high as that of any manual school. 
as good work is done, in many 
better. There can be no 
ion to oral schools on this 
ground. Since I undertook oral work 
I have not been obliged to lower the 
standard of my instruction. On the 
contrary, I have been able to elevate 
it. * * * * * During the two 
years in which I have, been teaching 
orally, although beginning without 
experience in the method, I ha 
Men the tint when I thought I could 
do better or more efficient work with 
of signs or manual al- 
phabet. I have had no occasion for 
them. My fellow teachers also mi 
as well without them. Oral pupils, 
moreover, make as much progress 
physically, intellectually and morally 
as do those manually taught. 

True there are failures ; but these 
a chargeable to the method. 
\\"e might for the same reason condemn 
manual schools. I have been too long 
acquainted with them not to know 
that they, too, have many lamentable 
failures to mourn over. The propor- 
tion of these is ju»t as great on one 
as on the other, and they are just 
as deplorable. * * * Oralists do 
not claim that no good work is done in 
manual schools. They see much in 
them to ad mire. They simply obj«<t. to 
the method beeause it fails to pror, 
the deaf in speech habil the 

oral method attains these ends, it justly 
claims superiority ; for no one can 
deny that if the mental development 
is the same, the deaf man who can 
speak and read the lips has the advan- 
tage over one who cannot.
